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(57) Abstract: Expression power related to message contents of e-mails is enhanced. In a mobile telephone (1), text data (TxD) is 
entered and a 3D authoring operation is performed. A server (3), when receiving the text data (TxD) and 3D authoring designation 
data (DD) from the mobile telephone (1), produces scenario data (SD) that is 3D graphic control information.
